Report of the Public Library. 


There has been the usual interest manifested in the public 
library the past year, though not as many books drawn by 
patrons as the yearprevious. Theitemized list of expenditures 
is to be found in the report of the selectmen, and it is unnecessary 
to repeat them, except to mention some of the larger sums, 
which were used in the preparation of anew classed catalogue. 
The old edition of the library catalogue was exhausted, and it 
seemed a fitting time to make a new and completeone of all the 
books in the library, with a card catalogue, thus bringing the 
library on a plane with the best libraries in New England. 
In these days library work is made a profession, like teaching 
and requires training and skill, and the committee was fortunate 
in securing the services of Miss Annie J. Gray, who had done 
s nilar worx in the Boston Public Library, and un- 
derstood perfectly what was needed. It seemed best 
also to have this work completed before the library is moved 
into permanent quarters in the new library room, thus avoid- 
ing subsequent delay and confusion when the books are re- 
moved from the room temporarily occupied in Fisk’s Block. 
The sum of $700 received for insurance at the time ofthetown 
hall fire, made it possible to do this work without asking an 
extra appropriation from the town. 


The extra expenses include $123.17 for binding books and 
magazines; a card cabinet, $36.38; cards for cabinet, $25.54: 
supplies, $18.65 and $12.69; preparing the classed and card 
catalogues, $138; Sentinel Printing Company, printing 1,000

cAtalogues, $180.60—a total of $535.03 and this sum does 
not include the sums paid for books duplicated that were lost 
and damaged by fire in January of last year. There has been 
some criticism in regard to the new catalogue that it was too 
crowded, the lines too near together and it should be stated 
in explanation that it was done to save an additional expense 
of certainly $80, as catalogues are printed at so much a page 
and a more spacious arrangement would have called for nearly 
forty additional pages. It should also be mentioned that only 
a portion of the catalogues have been bound, the remainder 
being stored for binding hereafter with supplements issued in 
the future which under the Dewey system can easily be done 
without causing confusion either with the general or card 
catalogue. The librarian’s account kept in the library room 
gives the amount reeeived from fines and for cards, etc., during 
the past year as $8.90; sale of catalogues to February 15, 
$11.50—a total of $20.40; paid for incidental library expenses, 
$2.44; balance paid on bill of new books, $15; cash on hand, 
$2.96. | 


Much to the regret of the reading public, Miss Nellie Gray, 
who was appointed librarian to succeed the late Mrs. Martha 
L. Stearns, felt obliged to resign her position about the middle 
of last year and the selectmen appointed Miss Lucy E. G. 
Spooner, a graduate of the High School, Class of 1900, to fill 
the place. Both the library and the town have met witha 
great loss the past year by the death of Charles J. Amidon and 
George S. Wilder. Mr. Amidon was one of the library com- 
mittee for several years and ever manifested a deep interest in its 
advancement and improvement asan important institution of 
the town. Mr. Wilder was one of the prime movers and chief 
promoters of the establishment of the Hinsdale Library 
Association in 1867 and when this association was merged 
into a free public library, he continued to render valuble aid. 
He served continuously as a member of the library committee 
from 1875 up to the time of his death and for many years

without compensation. The town will honor the memory of 
these good men gone, by continuing in the future its generous 
support of an institution that is uplifting in all its tendencies; 
of inestimable value in the education of the young and a 
source of pleasure and profit to both young and -old.

Reading Room Report. 


Since the financial report of the selectmen gives the various 
expenditures in full, it seems only necessary to state here that 
the total is $186.06, thus leaving a balance of $13.94. As 
was very happily stated last year, ‘“‘It is doubtfulif the town 
receives so large a return from anequalsum in any other way.”’ 


All the labor in connection with the oversight of the reading 
room is gratuitous. Public spirit has, from the first, been the 
ruling factor in the question. The value of the free public 
library is admitted by all, and yet there are certain ways in 
which the reading room has agreatadvantage. Itiscertainly 
a powerful antagonist to the attractions of less wholesome 
resorts, and is a direct exponent of the trend of present events 
in all their aspects. To those whose home and school advan- 
tages are few, it offers a very potent means of self-education, 
and to all it gives unlimited possibilities. Every worker and 
thinker may here find something to stimulate his action and 
thought, whatever its nature may be. Briefly stated it is a 
powerful and unfailing source of intellectual culture to all. 


The present location, with the library, in Fisk’s block, has 
proved to be fully as satisfactory as was expected, but it is 
anticipated that the new quarters on the east side of the new 
town hall, when finished, will broaden and increase the useful- 
ness of the institution. 


The recorded attendance for the year ending February 15, 
is 6,398; the average daily attendance, 19; the average Sunday 
attendance, 7; the largest daily attendance, 70; the largest 
Sunday attendance, 15. The total attendance is not known 
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as many avail themselves of the privilege of securing the key 
at the Post Office and visiting the rooms in the morning and 
afternoon when no care-taker is present. There are on the 
tables and racks 26 monthly, 12 weekly and 4 daily publica- 
tions.

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Statistical Report. 


Parents and Guardians: 


Herewith is submitted for your consideration the statistical 
report of the schools of this town for the year ending 
August 1, 1900. 


Mr. Charles Stearns, who was appointed agent for the pur- 
pose, took the census of school children in the month of April 
last and his report shows the following facts :— 

Whole number of children in town between the ages of five 
and sixteen years, 307; boys, 133; girls, 174. The number 
between the ages of ten and sixteen who cannot read and 
write the English language, none. 


The death of Dr. Mahlon C. Dix during the year caused a 
vacancy on the board which was filled by the appointment of 
Dr. B. F. Worthing for the unexpired term. For many years 
Dr. Dix was a valued member of the Board and served the 
town faithfully and his removal causes a vacancy that will be 
sadly felt. 

At our last annual school meeting it was voted to raise and 
appropriate $400 for the purpose of securing expert super- 
vision of our schools, under the educationallaw of 1899, which 
provides for the formation of supervisory districts. Your 
committee saw and communicated with other boards ofeduca- 
tion in the county with a view ofcarrying out said vote but 
were unable to make any satisfactory arrangements, hence 
the amount voted was not put into the tax. Asa matter of 
information we would state that only three supervisory 
districts have been formed in the state under the above law. 

The classes in vocal music, under the direction of Miss 
Gertrude E. Leach have shown most excellent progress, and 
the drawing instruction in our village schools under the 
tuition of Mrs. Julia Weeks has been of commendable value to 
the pupils interested. Your committee earnestly recommend 
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the continuation of instruction in these two subjects, and 


trust provision will be made therefor at the annual meeting. 


Your superintendent; in his visits to the several schools, has 
noted the manifest interest displayed by the teachers in their 
work; and the responsive enthusiasm, among the pupils, 
thereby evoked. 


Upon the deep concern and interest in their chosen profession, 
combined with the faculty to plainly impart principles to 
other minds, depends the success of our teachers. 

The tendency of these times, in educational matters, is to 
crowd the curriculum of the common schools with new 
subjects of study, to such an extent that the all-important 
“three R’s” take up only a minor part of the pupil’s time and 
teacher’s energy; ‘and children dissipate their minds by studying 
a little of everything.” 

The policy of your committee, is to obviate this tendency, 
and give to the youth all the education, practical in character, 

- that is compatible with a strong and healthy body. 

In conclusion we desire to express our thanks to the teachers, 
parents and guardians for their hearty co-operation, and hope 
for a continuation of the same.
